Minutes of the previous meeting: 

The minutes of the previous meeting held May 8, 1997 were 
published in detail in the June edition of "HI-Q" and mailed 
to all members. 

Motion: moved by VA3JRS, Jan Sokoloski and seconded by 
VA3PEP. Carl Storry that the minutes be accepted as 
published. Carried.

Motion: moved by VE3GTX. John Watson and seconded by 
VE3AJ. Bill Klemacki that the Treasurer's report be accepted. 
Carried. 


Old Business: 


- Field Day: VA3DPB. Don Bel reported that we have access 
to a trailer thanks to VE3SNW. Ed Baumann and all we 
require is someone with a “pinto” hitch to haul it to the filed 
day site. The outhouse has been ordered and the generator has 
been arranged for. 
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-CJ'97; VE3FLB, Rob Van Wyck reported that everything is 
fine. We have a site, people, program and equipment. Rob is 
looking for volunteers to help set up the station. VE3XRC. 
Norm Bell gave a short report on the internal radio 
communications system. 


-Antenna at Balmoral Street Police Station: VE3XRC, 
Norm Bell reported that we now have a 2m antenna mounted 
on the side of the Balmoral Street Police Station. This antenna 
will be used in the event the Police Station is designated as the 
Emergency Operations Centre if an emergency is declared. 


-Insurance: at the April meeting, an insurance committee was 
struck to look into the costs of the club obtaining liability and 
property insurance. A quotation was requested through Radio 
Amateurs of Canada and it came to a total of $679.00 for 1 
million dollars liability and $25.000.00 property insurance. 
Due to the price of the RAC quote, enquiries were made with 
local insurance brokers. Jones and Associates quoted $725.00 
for the same coverage. A general discussion followed 
including the aspect of a need to raise membership fees to 
cover the projected cost of insurance. This item was referred 
back to the committee for a recommendation to be presented 
at the September meeting. 


Motion: moved by VA3GD, Pat Doherty and seconded by 
VA3TFES, Terry Saunders that the individual membership fee 
for the Lakehead Amateur Radio Club be increased by $ 5.00 
from 30.00 per year to 35.00 per year.

Carried. 


-Public Service: VE3ZG, Mike Nawrocki reported that he is 
still working on the idea of providing guidance to visitors 
coming to CJ'97 via 2m and has also enlisted the help of the 
local citizen band radio club to do the same. 


New Business: 


“HI-Q" Editor: as was reported in the June edition of "HI-Q". 
VA3ROM, Bob Mazur has resigned as editor of "HI-Q". The 
President VA3RIM, Ian Mellis pointed out that Bob had made 
some major accomplishments with "HI-Q" over the last two 
years such as putting it on "e-mail" and the winning of an 
award. As a new editor is required, lan wants members to 
think seriously about this job. If you are interested. let Ian 
know. 
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Nominating Committee: as our constitution requires a 
nominating committee to be named at the June meeting, it was 
announced that VE3GTX. John Watson and VA3GD, Pat 
Doherty have volunteered to be the nominating committee and 
prepare a slate of officers for the September meeting. 


Senate vacancy: due to VE3EDW, Hugh Elliott becoming a 
silent key, there is now one vacancy on the Senate of the 
Lakehead Amateur Radio Club. VE3FLB, Rob Van Wyck and 
VE3SNW, Ed Baumann will be looking for a suitable 
replacement to be recommended to the Executive for approval. 


55+ Centre Radio Station: as VA3RIM, Ian Mellis was the 
new kid on the block, he recently became the president of 
VE3SAO and the computer club at the 55+ Centre located on 
River Street. VE3NPS, Nestor Procup wants amateurs to get 
involved at VE3SAO and carry on what VE3JAB, Bob Bishop 
Started in the teaching of computer courses at the centre.

Adjournment: moved by VE3FLB, Rob Van Wyck and 
seconded by VA3MOB, Moe Bell that the meeting be 
adjourned. Carried. 


Following a short break, VE3XT. Bill Unger introduced our 
guest speaker who was obtained at great expense to the club. 
VE3AJ, Bill Klemacki gave a brief history on tuning antennas 
in the old days. During the 1940s. coax cable was developed 
by the military and after the war became available to amateurs 
and a SWR device was invented by an American ham. In the 
past, hams had to transmit on the air to test their antennas. 
The club has had a MFJ antenna analyzer donated to it for use 
by club members and VE3AJ is the custodian. As well as 
SWR, this analyzer can be used for measuring frequencies. 
Bill explained some of the pitfalls to watch out for when using 
this gadget.
